There are 
more than 840 species in ths woold, its main centre of distribution is in 
China, containing about 258 species in Subgenus Hymenanthus, 200 specis 
in Subgenus Rhododendron and 98 species in Subgenera Azjeastrum, Tsut- 

susi, Peutanthera.etc. that totaled 540 species make up more than 65/o 

of the genus. Many plants with beautiful flowering are native this coun¬ 
try. Recantly, scientists have discovered that some traditional chinese 
medicines can be extracted from seversl of species, while some species too 
are edible to the Tibetans.
